Season’s Yield In Hopkins County 
Goes To Liverpool

Henderson, Ky., Aug. 17.— 
The district steniming associa- 
tion, embracing Henderson, 
Union, Webster, Hopkins and 
Crittenden counties, today sold 
the pooled crop, which is 80 per 
cent of the tobacco grown in this 
district to the Gallaher Co., of 
Belfast, Ireland. The price is 
•6.50 a hundred pounds. In .June 
the association refused all offers 
for the crop, the average price 
mentioned then being f3 a hun- 
dred. By holding out, thegrow- 
ers have been vastly benefitted. 
All things considered, the price 
is regarded as good. There are 
10,000 growers in the assocition.

the same tyiK? and quality. 

The records are within rt*ach. 
The asssociation will show what 
it has |)aid its members. 1 chal- 
lentre the buyers to show what 
they have paid to "dumiTers.” 

I go further and say that the 
association has after paying all 
expenses, paid more to its mem- 
liers than buyers have paid to 
dumpers, " hile it is true that 
we have carried the dumpers and 
helped them to get better prices, 
it is also true that we have influ- 
enced buyers to pay us for thisj 
work, and it is a mistake for us 
to make ourselves miserable by 
growling at the dumper. We 
sliould attend to our business and 
let the dumper alone. 

For the sake of argument, I 
will suppose that the dumpers do 
gee more for their tobacco than 
poolers get, and he gets it be- 
cause of our work. What then? 
As clearly as I can state the sit- 
uation it is this, we must contin- 
ue to carry the dampers and get 
eight to ten cents for our tobacco 
or turn loose and ride the dum- 
pers and get four to five cents 
for it. 

As for me, I much prefer to 
carry the dumper. In fact, they 
are not of as much imtifrtanceas 
some people think. We cannot 
help ourselves without helping i 
others. "*e should rejoice and 
be glad that we are able to help 
others while helping ourselves. 
Personally, I have only good will 
for the dumper, but I do not love

One is found 
in the statement, “Unless we 
have enough to control the price, 
then it is best to dump.” This 
statement is erroneous in that in 
conveys the idea that unless we 
can aboslutely have everything 
just as we want it, then we 
should do nothing. This doct- 
rine strictly applied xould stop 
all business of every kind. No 
individual or combination has 
ever been able to run any busin- 
ess just to suit every one inter- 
ested. Even the powerful tob- 
acco trust ran against a formid- 
able snag when it met the or- 
ganized growers in the associat- 
ion. 

The question is, not absolute 
control, but does co-operation 
materially affect prices? If there 
is any lingering doubt in the 
mind of any one on this point we 
have but to observe the effect on 
the prices of Burley tobacco when 
the Burley Society decided to 
have no pool last year. It takes 
time and brains and money to 
build up an? business institution 
and establish confidence in the 
minds of those who do business 
with it. Whenever any business 
is suspended, its trade necessar- 
ily seeks other channels and fre- 
quently can never be stopped. 
The Stemming District tobacco 
Association has been in business 
for five years, and during that 
time has established a reputation 
for honest, fair dealing. It has 
secured a valuable trade asset, 
as tangible and secure as those of 
merchant or manufacturer. 

What would be thought of a 
merchant who would close his 
house and refuse to do any bus- 
iness because he could not get all 
his fellow merchants to co-oper- 
ate with him. or because he 
could not get everybody to trade 
with him? His trade would seek 
other channels and when he op- 
ened his house he would find 
many customers gone forever. 
This is what would happen to out 
association if we should decide 
suspend business. 

The other objection to co oper- 
ation is found in these words.

All of these l>ottlnR mem- 
bers voted for about a month for some 
other Defbocrats than Mr. Heckham 
None of them beftan by voting for .Mr 
Brailley. Some voted for Mr. Ollle 
James, Mr. Henry Watterson, J. J. C 
Mayo. Colonel John H. Allen and Sen 
ator McCreary. I Inferred from the 
course of these gentlemen, shifting 
their votes from one to another, that 
their real puriM>se was to defeat Ueck- 
bam. and that they were casting alHiut 
for some one upon whom enough could 
unite to accomplish the result without 
electing a Republican. There seems 
to be no doubt that If those supporting 
Beckham bad gone over to the Insur- 
gents led by Mr. Klair and Senator 
McNutt, any Democrat whom the lat- 
ter were supporting could have been 
elected. After some weeks of futile 
balloting, Mr. Bradley says h«‘ notified 
the insurgents that unless they voted 
for him the next day he would resign 
bis caucus nomination, thereby ab- 
solving the Republican members from 
further supporting him. In which 
event he preillcted enough Republican^ 
would vote for .Mr. Beckham to elect 
him. In spite of the insurgent Denus 
crats Cnder this threat four of the 
seven Insur • -nts voted for -Mr. Brad- 
ley the next day, and he w-as fhers'hy 
elected.

I understand that the 
Franklin Circuit Court, while the Leg- 
islature was still In session, charged 
Its grand Jury to investigate those 
charges of corruption, and that It did I 
so. reporting that It could find no evl- i 
dence upon which to base an Indlct- 
n;ent The Judge of that court Is an 
official of Integrity and the personal | 
friend" and appointee of Governor j 
Heckham. The Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney Is a man of great ability and In- 
tegrity. I felt as.surrd they had done 
their full duty. I assumed the Investi- 
gation was energetic and earnest. I 
have never heard anything to the con- ' 
trary. Two years later another I>-gls- j 
lature was elected. Both branches of ' 
It were Democratic. It did not offer ' 
to further Investigate the alleged cor- 
ruption of its predecessor.

Appeals, having about five years of 
his term unexpIred. became a candi- 
date for I’. S. Senator He was nom- 
inated and elected, and did not resign 
as Judge until about five months after 
his election He was not criticised 
for that. Mayor Head, of I»ulsvllle, 
and Judge Reed, of Paducah, the lat- 
ter a Circuit Judge and a gentleman 
of delicate sense of honor and unblem- 
ished reputation, became candidates 
for Governor Neither resigned, nor 
was It suggested that they should Mr 
Johnson, a member of Congress, he 
came a randtate for Governor He did 
not resign. Mr. Ollle James, a member 
of Congreaa. Is now nominated for C 
S Senator, and is running for that of 
flee. He has not resigned, and no 
newspaper has suggested that he 
should. 

I hav« noticed but two Instances 
where nominees for higher ofllces re- 
signed the ones they held when nom- 
inated, In order to prosecute their can- 
vasses free from the imputation of 
greediness Implied In the criticism I 
am noticing. One was Judge Rolvert 
Riddell, who. while Circuit Judge, was 
nominated for Judge of the Court of 
Appeals. He resigned. He was also 
defeated. The other wss Judge Alton 



That ptMTion of Judge E. C. O’Rear’s 
opening speech at Elizabethtown which 
dealt with Senator Bradley's election 
and with the question of his own resig- 
nation from the Court of Appeals while 
making the race for tiovernor on the 
Republican ticket is as follows: 

Notwithstanding our platform was

I do not 
mean to Imply that my own sincerity 
and uprighrntss as a man and as a 
public official are immaterial, but that 
the efforts resorted to so far to estab- 
lish Ihat fact are. Of these, the two 
most harped on by the press are my 
allusion to Senator Bradley’s title and 
my failure to now resign my office as 
Judge, pending the campaign. 

Of the first. I have this much to 
say: .My training and habit of mind 
are to presume every man innocent 
of crime until at least there Is some 
aubstantlal evidence to the contrary. 
That Is not only the course of law, 
but is the only decent way of treat- 
ment of the matter. It has become a 
common practice In this country to ac- 
cuse the highest public officials of the 
basest criminal purposes without any 
evidence and without any foudation 
In fact. We need not stop now to In- 
quire why this Is so; It Is enough that 
It Is a fact. Yet those of us who un- 
dertake to make public and responsi- 
ble statements on the subject ought at 
least be free from that national weak- 
ness. I begin, therefore, with the pre- 
sumption that this high official, repre- 
senting Kentucky in the Senate of the 
United States, Is as guiltless of crime 
In procuring his office as his distin- 
guished colleague or any other mem- 
ber. This presumption should stand 
until there Is contrary evidence. That 
be was elected by receiving the votes 
of four Democratic members «if the 
Kentucky I.K*gls lature. In addition to 
all the Republican members, is well 
known. There has been no suggestion 
that the support of any one of the Re^ 
publican members was procured by 
corniptlon. It Is only as to the Demo- 
^cratlc votes that this accusation Is 
now hinted at. I have no knowledge 
whatever that any of them was cor- 
rupted, nor have I ever heard of an 
Iota of evidence to sustain the Intima- 
tion. On the contrary, I had supposed 
that those members who voted lor Mr 
Bradley did so In order to defeat .Mr 
Beckham, and that they finally voted 
for Mr. Bradley for that purpose alone 
It will be remembered that Mr. Beck- 
ham and Mr. McCreary had Just made 
a race In the Democratic primary for 
the nomination for United States Sen- 
ator. Beckham pitched bis campaign 
on the question of putting the liquor 
trade out of politics in Kentucky. He 
had, as Governor, advocated a county 
unit law, and had procured a partial 
one to be passed. He had deeply of- 
fended the liquor Interests In Ken- 
tucky by that fact, and had Incurred 
their bitter enmity. They opposed 
him solidly, with their money and 
votes, supporting .McCreary. But 
Beckham was declared the nominee 
The liquor Interests, true to their •'o’- 
Icy of accepting nothing as settled 
that was not settled their way, kept 
up the fight in the I-egtslature. Their 
chief organ then, as now, the Courier 
Journal, editorially advised the Demo- 
cratic members to bolt Mr. Beckham's 
nomination; counseled his defeat as a 
fitting punishment for his soxtalled 
party perfidy in abandoning the liquor 
!>eople during his administration. I 
supposed that the Courier- Journal was 
actuated by no worse motive than re- 
venge upon an adversary whom It 
could not defeat nor control in the 
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then a Democratic United 
States ^nator at Washington. Mr. 
•McCreary, though called upon by 
party friends and some of the party 
press to repudiate such votes (as Mr. 
Ollle James did), failed to do so, there- 
by leaving the inference that he was 
willing to receive them, and others 
like them. Of the four Insurgents who 
finally voted for Bradley, three of them 
were the first to vote for Senator .Mc- 
Creary when they t>egan balloting — 
.McNutt. Charlton and Llllard. Were 
the men who voted for .Mr. McCreary 
corrupted to do so? I have not thought 
xo. On the contrary, my deduction has 
been that they were animated by the 
sole purpose to defeat Beckham. Was 
It a worse crime morally for them to 
bolt and vote for .McCreary than to 
bolt and vote for Bradley? Certainly, 
iccordliig to political ethics It was a 
less offense for Bradley to receive 
such votes than It was for Mr. Mc- 
Creary to have received them. As the 
latter did not feel railed upon to re- 
pudiate them, the former was not. 
Mr. .McCreary's silence then and ever 
since on this subject allows the Infer- 
ence that he did not regard the bolt 
as having been purchased or other- 
wise corrunfed. To sum the matter 
'p: The Courier-Journal, self-consti- 
tuted and recognized leader of the 
Democratic party in Kentucky, openly 
advocated the bolt against Beckham. 
Messrs. Klair and Arnett participated 
In It to the last; they were held by 
Mr. Beckham to be equally guilty with 
'he others; the liquor Interests were 
bitterly fighting Beckham’s election 
nut of revenge — not because his elec- 
tion to the United States Senate could 
materially affect their business In 
Kentucky; many Democrats. Including 
Mr. .McCreary, were voted for persist- 
ently by the Insurgents for weeks In 
the sole effort to defeat Beckham. The 
I.egls1ature of 1910 failed to Investi-
